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MUSICAL ACTIVITIES 


Music had a great impact on the cultural scene in early Heber. While 
drama had more of a community role, much of the musical endeavor was 
centered around individual and family performances. However, choirs 
were organized and performances drew good crowds. The first sacred 
meeting in the valley featured singing of familiar hymns under the direc- 
tion of the versatile John Crook. Mr. Crook later organized a choir for 
singing at the meetings. 

Among the early pioneers of Heber were Alexander Fortie and his 
wife, Rachel.
